But dozens of 
children have called the White 
House home. And some First Kids 
were major menaces. 

Abraham Lincoln’s sons, Willie 
and Tad, loved to dress up in Civil 
War uniforms and play army. Tad 
once even bombed the Cabinet 
Room door with his toy cannon! 
Another time, Tad and Willie 
crossed a few wires in the bell 
system. Then they laughed while 
their father’s aides ran around 
answering phantom “calls.” 

James Garfield’s sons swam in 
the fountain and rode their bikes 
through the White House halls. 
William Taft’s children loved to 
slide down the main stairway on 
tin trays. 

Then there was Benjamin 
McKee, Benjamin Harrison’s 
grandson. “Baby McKee” had 
a pet billy goat that pulled 
him in a wagon. One day 
the goat dragged Baby 
McKee into the street; a huffing, 
puffing President Harrison 
chased them down 
Pennsylvania Avenue. 

But the wildest kids to live 
in the White House 
were Theodore 
Roosevelt’s family. Picture 
Kevin McCallister in the 
Home Alone movies—times 
six! Teddy’s gang walked 
through the flower beds on 


kangaroo 


stilts. They roller-skated in the East 
Room. They had water fights in the 
halls. One night they threw 
spitballs at a portrait of Andrew 
Jackson; their dad got them out of 
bed to scrape it clean. 

“The White House Gang” (as 
the kids called themselves) had a 
zoo that included a kangaroo rat 
and a black bear. Quentin, the 
youngest “zookeeper,” once 
dropped a snake on his dad’s desk 
during a meeting. Another time, 
when brother Archie had the 
measles, Quentin hustled their 
pony onto the elevator and up to 
Archie’s second-floor bedroom. 

Of course, not all First Kids trash 
the White House. President Carter’s 
daughter Amy once had a really 
tough homework assignment 
about the Industrial Revolution. 
Her mother asked an aide for help. 
Two days later, a truck delivered 
boxes of computer printouts on 
the Industrial Revolution. The 
staff thought the 
request came from 
the President and

Dear DisNeY ADVENTURES Friends: 


I was so surprised to hear about the letters you sent for me through Disney ADVENTURES and 
was impressed by the informed questions and comments these letters contained. I’m proud to 
know that so many young people take an active interest in the way our country is governed 
and the type of world that they will inherit. This is one of the reasons I ran for President—to 
ensure that the world we leave you is strong, secure and healthy. 

Let me go back to the day I became President of the United States. It was January 20th of 
last year and I gave the Inaugural Speech on the steps of the United States Capitol. I said 
then, and still very strongly believe, that our country has the resources and the spirit to solve 
all our problems; but we must work together to make that happen. 

Some of you wrote to me about health care. Believe me, I know we must find a way to 
lower the cost of the current health care system. I have sent the Health Care Security Act to the 
Congress. Under my plan, every American will be issued a Health Security card that 
guarantees them access to good, affordable health care from the doctor of their choice. 

We must also make it easier for your generation to go to college. On September 21, 1993, | 
signed into law the National Service Bill. This will enable 100,000 young Americans to serve 
their communities and our country by working in neighborhood schools, as police officers and 
on environmental projects. In return, they will earn credit that can be used to pay for college. 

Many of you expressed fear of violence in your schools and neighborhoods. It’s very 
important to me that we pass the SAFE Schools initiative, which would help take guns and 
violence out of our schools. We're also making it harder for criminals to get their hands on 
guns. The “Brady Bill,” which I signed last fall, will stop people with criminal records from 
buying guns. I am also working to put 100,000 more police officers on the streets. 

I cannot make these changes by myself. I need your help. You can help preserve the 
environment by recycling. You can volunteer through schools, churches and community 
centers to serve food in soup kitchens for the homeless; you can tutor kids who are having 
trouble in school; or you can become a buddy to an underprivileged child. The most important 
thing you can do for our country is to work hard in the classroom and prepare yourselves for 
the time when your generation will be leading America. 

Many of you asked about my life in the White House. It’s a beautiful, comfortable home, 
and I enjoy living in a residence where so many important events in our nation’s history have 
occurred. My job as President can be very difficult, but it’s also exciting and 
challenging. The best part is knowing that I have an 
opportunity to make America better for young people 
like you.

That’s the 
VVARINIING: sight that greets Billy Johnson of 
If you're Hornsby, Tennessee, every morning. 
grossed out Johnson is a worm rancher. He raises 
“red wigglers,” which he sells to fishing 
fanatics around the country. 
: But he’s not just some guy with dirt 
things—— anda shovel. He raises more than 
yee} e yg —rkeliar=* 30 million worms each year. His workers 
now. pack them up, about 5,000 worms to a 
box, and send them to bait shops—by 
regular U.S. mail! (They’ll last several 
days without food or water.) 

On a typical day, Johnson heads out around 6 a.m. 
(the early bird does get the worm) to visit his worm 
“beds”—wooden troughs that are a foot deep, 3 feet 
wide and up to 50 feet long. Their “bedding” is made 
from the unusable parts of cotton plants. 

Then he feeds and waters his worms. Their favorite 
meal is ground grain, “the same thing you’d feed a 
chicken,” he says. 

At night, Johnson turns on powerful outdoor lights 
because worms don’t like light, so they hide in their 
beds instead of escaping. Once, Johnson says, a storm 
knocked out the lights. “When I got here, worms were 
crawling everywhere,” he says. “I had to take a broom 
and sweep ’em back in.” 

Birds are Johnson’s biggest enemy, especially in the 
winter, when migrating robins pass through 
Tennessee. “You have to go out and shoo them away, 
otherwise they sit there and eat ’til they pop,” the 
worm rancher says with a laugh. “I’ve had ’em get so 
fat they couldn’t hardly fly.” —Bob Daily.
